The book describes dozens of 
duels, and among the participants 
are governors, senators, and men 
prominent in professional life. 
British-born James Jackson, who 
became senator from and gov- 
ernor of Georgia, fought three 
duels with one political foe. He 
also killed his Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor in a fight where no seconds 
were on hand. In a third duel 
with Robert Watkins, the latter 
drew a dagger after bullets had 
failed, and when Jackson wrested 
that from him, Watkins sought 
to gouge out his opponent’s eves. 
Jackson avoided this by the 
simple stratagem of biting off one 
of Watkins’ fingers.

My own favorite duel 
historical personage, An- 
drew Jackson, the tall Tennes- 
sean. In Marquis James’ two 
volumes on Jackson, “The Bor- 
der Captain” and “Portrait of A 
President’, the index notes 35 
pages on which Old Hickory’s 
dueling incidents are noted. 

But, the duel with Charles 
Dickinson, near Nashville, was 
one which intrigued me as 4 boy 
and one which I have lived over 
in imagination many, many 
times. The site was just 40 miles 
from Nashville, on the Red river 
in Kentucky. 

Dickinson had made the grave 
error of insulting Mrs. Jackson, 
the patient, devoted Rachel. And 
Jackson had published a ‘ctate- 
ment terming Dickinson a worth- 
less, drunken, blackguard, pol- 
troon, coward and scoundrel. 

Jackson’s political enemies hied 
on Dickinson, who was some- 
thing of a poltroon and scoun- 
drel, because he was a ieallv 
crack “snap” pistol shot. They 
saw that by inflaming Dickin- 
son they very likely would 
thereby kill off Old Hickory. 

So, the gossips went to work. 
They did not have long to -vait. 
Old Hickory challenged Dickin- 
gon,

it came about that on the 
morning of May 29, 1806, that 
Jackson. arose shortly before 5 
o'clock, had his horse saddled, 
and rode into Naslville, arriv- 
ing at 6:30 o’cloék. He met there 
his friend John Overton, who had 
the pistols. With three other 
friends they rode on toward the 
Kentucky line. 

Dickinson had 
earlier. “Goodby 
told his perturbed wife, 
worry. I shall be sure 
home tomorrow evening.” 

The evening before he boast- 
{ngly had made several wagers 
in Nashville that he would kill 
Jackson with the first shot. He 
and his friends left ahead of -he 
Jackson party. 

Jackson and his friends talked 
politics as they rode, never once 
mentioning the business at hand, 
He recalled, among other things, 
it was a vear to the dav since 
Aaron Burr had visited him in 
Nashville. At evening thev 
reached Miller’s tavern and spent 
the night there. 

They met at dawn on the bank 
of the Red River in a grove of 
poplars. They were to. stand 
facing one another, 24 feet apart, 
with pistols down perpendicular- 
ly; At the word “fire” they were 
to fire as soon thereafter as they 
pleased 

Jackson’s friends were de- 
pressed, Old Hickory was neither 
a good shot nor a quick one, The 
two took position. 

Overton called “fire. 

Dickinson fired almost im- 
mediately. A spurt of dust flew 
from Jackson’s coat and his left 
hand clutched his breast. But 
he‘took it down and slowly raised 
his pistol. 

“My God,” said Dickinson, in 
horror, “have I missed him.” He 
started back from the line, 
but the seconds put pistols on 
him and ordered him back. 
Jackson slowly took aim and 
fired. Dickinson fell, a bullet in 
his stomach, He died that eve- 
ning at 10, 

Jackson was badly wounded, 
Dickinson having misjudged the 
location of Old Hickory’s heart 
for which he aimed, because of 
Jackson's slender figure and the 
bulging of his: belted coat. 

“I should have hit him” 
Jackson, “if he had _ shot 
through the brain.”

‘Atom Tests 
Delayed by 
Bad Circuit 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., Oct. 19—(). 
If you've ever pushed a light 
switch in the middle of the night, 
and nothing happened, you know 
how the AEC's big brass felt 
Friday. 

Mechanical failure in an elec- 
trical circuit blacked out the first 
in a series of new atomic explo- 
sions at the Yucca Flat Dry Lake 
Testing Ground near here, An- 
other try is set for Sunday.

a. m. (PST). ready for the flash 
that would flare across the desert 
EKY.

When the Senate and House had ironed 
out their differences on the tax bill finally 
approved yesterday, the result was an an- 
nual tax total $68,000,000 less than that in 
the bill the House defeated earlier in the 
week and $1,500,000,000 under the original 
bill proposed by the House. 

That the two houses of Congress man- 
aged to get together on a tax measure be- 
fore adjournment is fortunate. 

With tax increases an obvious necessity 
in light of the vital defense program, it is 
time that Congress and the people realize 
you cannot have your cake and eat it. 

We cannot pay for the monumental job 
of defending this*nation, continue to ex- 
pand domestic services, buy pork-barrel 
projects and have lower taxes at one and 
the same time. Eventually there must be a 
day of reckoning when the income of the 
national government must equal the ex- 
pense. 

The difference now is being reflected 
in the inflation which threatens the na- 
tional economy. 

If the people at home demand these 
pork projects, on top of defense require- 
ments, if they continue to insist on more 
government services, they must foot the 
bill. 

A Congress which votes these projects 
and refuses to cough up the money to pay 
for them is a paradox, indeed. Congress- 
men who insist on this and that favored 
item for their state and then attack rais- 
ing taxes, refusing to vote them while 
blaming the administration for the nation’s 
financial ills are playing politics with no 
regard to the long-range welfare of the 
country. 

We realize, of course, that if all pork 


were trimmed, we would still need higher 
taxes to meet,defense costs. We know 
there is always waste in haste. 

But we can and must demand economy 
in government at every level. We can and 
must demand honesty, integrity and effi- 
ciency from gov ernment officials. Realiz- 
ing that the majority of our public servants 
have those qualities, we must wage relent- 
less war aganst the others. The influence 
peddlers, the free-gift boys, those who give 
and take bribes, the leeches can and are 
being wiped out. 

The people have a right to demand hon- 
esty and efficiency in administration of the 
tax laws. Favoritism and graft in the 
Internal Revenue Department is a sorry 
spectacle. It is being eliminated and there 
must be no recurrence. 

A number of Republican votes were 
changed on the new compromise tax bill 
by a rider that would allow states to open 
relief rolls to the public. Regardless of 
Republican motives in the matter, the tax- 
payers have a right to know how every 
dollar is spent. A little sunshine is a good 
disinfectant. Only public scrutiny can 
eliminate the parasites. 

Today the immediate and absolute ne- 
cessity is defense. Let’s forget the pork 
and the governmental excesses and get on 
with the job at hand. 

The veterans of World War II, the men 
who are battling now in Korea, will tell 
vou that it is a bitter pill to have to fight 
a war and then to be saddled for the rest 
of your life with the job of paying for it 
and for our other selfish indulgences. 

Can’t we profit from our failure to 
finance World War II and pay for defense 
as we go?

Wins at Fi shing 


WASHINGTON—After being touted as the 

champion plug-casting fisherman of Congress, 

: - Rep. Prince Preston of Georgia'has had his posi- 
tion shatienwed by Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn of Texas. 

A rod-and-reel duel took place between the two of them over 
the past week end at a private fishing club down in the tidewater 
section of Virginia, with the. Statesboro congressman ‘coming out 
second best. 

Representative Preston, who got his training on the Ogeechee 
River, which flows through his district in Georgia, had been hailed 
as the congressional champion after an earlier demonstration he 
put on at the same spot. Those who saw him in action said his 
technique was equal or superior to anything to be found in the 


country. 


Speaker Rayburn prides himself on being something of a rod 
expert and when he heard of the reputation acquired by Preston, 
he sent the Georgia member a challenge, allowing as how no 
Ogeechee River fisherman could put him to shame. Arrangements 
were made for a meeting between the two at the King & Queen 
Rod and Gun Club near Stevensville, Va. Judge Marvin Jones, 
chief jurist of the United States Court of Claims, who also rates as 
an expert on anybody’s book, consented to go along as moderator. 


Fast Track Both the Speaker and Mr. Preston, traveling in 

different boats, were out on the water early of 
a morning after big-mouth bass, long hailed as the leading fresh- 
water game fish of the country. The track was fast and the going 
looked good. The Speaker’s total catch came to some 20 fish, in- 
cluding a couple that ran around five pounds each and not count- 
ing several small ones which he threw back. Preston. coming in 
later, took one look at the Speaker’s string and conceded defeat. 
He had a suitable alibi: 

“The Speaker had me at a distinct disadvantage by drawing 
as his boat handler one of the best fishermen in the state of Vir- 
ginia, Porter Vaughan, of Stevensville, who with his brother, Clyde, 
developed the lakes we were fishing on and who knows every trout 
hang-out in the place. In fact, I suspect that Mr. Vaughan had a 
few good ones“especially tied out for the Speaker.” 

For his boat handler Preston shared honors at the oars with 
Judge Jones, who went along to see that no foul means were 
employed. He claims as a further alibi that he and Judge Jones 
alternated in fishing, with one casting while the other rowed. 


10- Pound Bass By way of showing his qualifications for 
acting as referee, Judge Jones, a Texan 


who served for some 10 years as chairman, of the great agricultural 
committee of the House, brought in the biggest fish of the week 
end while ftshing with Representative Preston. He landed a beauty 
of a bass that tipped the scales at only a few ounces less than 10 
pounds. The Statesboro congressman claimed a few points on his 
scorecard for helping Judge Jones boat the monster. 

But even so, he graciously yielded the title to the Speaker of 
the House, with the remark that “no man can set himself up as 
greater than the leader of his party in Congress—even as a fisher- 
man.” He is asking the Speaker for a return engagement, how- 
ever. Preston asked the Speaker about those he had caught and 
thrown back—whether they were Democrats or Republicans. - 

“Democrats,” the Speaker shot back without hesitation. “I al- 
ways kill every Republican fish I catch.” 

Someone wanted to know how the Speaker could tell a Demo- 
cratic bass from a Republican member of the species. 

“The Republicans are hungrier and bite harder,” 
the Democrats run faster and stronger.”

No Classification, Please 


In The Waynesboro True Citizen 


When the Georgia Legislature reconvenes in January, the cal- 
endars of both the House of Representatives and the Senate will be 
jammed with important pieces of legislation, proposed bills that 
demand thorough study and action by the lawmakers. 

Two of the so-called “antinewspaper” bills remain on the 
House calendar. They are the “antimonopoly” bill (S. B. 150) 
and the libel bill (S. B. 149). 

Since, as’presently drawn, this newspaper would not be affected 
by either bill, we feel qualified to comment on both. 

As to the “antimonopoly” bill,.we feel it is a waste of legislators’ 
time, since we are confident the 1945 State Constitution gives the 
governor full authority to proceed against monopolies, including 
monopolies in the newspaper business as well as any other business. 
Passage of this bill would not strengthen the governor’s hand if he 
chose to proceed against a monopoly, since he already has that 
authority in the Constitution itself. 


Libel Bill As for the libel venue bill, we think it deserves a 

little clarification. The bill provides that news- 
papers could be sued (for libel or any other cause) in counties 
other than the county of publication. That is, a newspaper reader 
desiring to sue a newspaper could sue in his own county, rather 
than in the county where the newspaper is printed. 

Sounds good on the face of it, but let’s examine it. As drawn, the 
bill now would apply only in counties where a newspaper has 100 
or more subscribers and then only to newspapers circulating (with 
100 or more copies) in 10 or more counties. Obviously, it affects 
only the larger daily newspapers and only their readers in counties 
where they have 100 or more subscribers. 

Sponsors say this bill is designated to protect readers from wan- 
ton libel. It looks a little on the punitive side to us. 

Suppose, for example, a reader feels he has been libeled by The 
Atlanta Journal. If The Journal has 101 subscribers in his county, 
he can sue in his own county. If, however, The Journal has only 
99 subscribers in his county, he must go to Fulton County to file 
his suit. In any event, the alleged libel will have been published 
455,000 times. What’s the difference? None, we say. 
Principle Involved There’s an important principle in- 

, volved, too. That principle is that no 
government ought to “classify” the press. Weekly newspapers found 
out to their sorrow that when government starts classifying the 
press, it isn’t long until injustices creep in. We'll give you an ex- 
ample. When the rail strike was at its height, the Post Office De- 
partment clamped an embargo on certain types of mail. Daily news- 
papers were exempted from the embargo, and they went right 
through the mails on time. Weekly newspapers were not exempted, 
and they lay around in some post offices for days. We think you can 
see why we think “classification” of the press is dangerous—dan- 
gerous to the readers, the all-important element in this picture. 

We are confident Governor Talmadge will not ask the Legislature 
to waste its important time on these measures. We feel just as the 
governor said at the Georgia Pregs Association convention: 

“Let us join hands, the State Government with the press of 
Georgia, to work and toil for better things for all our citizens in the 


future.”

The Federal law has forbidden states to dis- 
close names of persons receiving old-age assist- 
ance and “aid to dependent children.” The states 
customarily pay a share of this expense and the 
Federal Government gives “grants in aid” to 
round out the expenditures, but with the pro- 
viso of secrecy. Under Lester Hunt’s skillful 
and persistent hammering, the Indiana Leg- 
islature passed, over the veto of a Democratic 
gevernor, a law revoking the secrecy and thus 
forfeited the federal “grant in aid.” But the 
Gatlinburg convention of governors voted unani- 
mously in favor of permitting the states to use 
their own discretion, pointing out that inas- 
much as each state pays a contribution into 
the federal funds the federal government has 
no right to cut off “grants” out of respect for 
a rule of secrecy which is wasteful, predatory 
and conducive to multiple crimes. 


“We will partially compensate ourselves 
for the denial of federal funds by screening 
the relief rolls,” Mr. Hunt said. ‘“‘Unemploy- 
ment insurance is not included in this deal, 
although that is a-racket, too. When you give 
lazy, shiftless people to understand that they 
can get unemployment pay just by quitting 
their jobs because they want to lay off on 
a dole of $20 a week, and let them insist 
that jobs which are offered to them must be 
suitable to etheir talents and desires, you 
create a dole racket. 


“Aid to dependent children was our worst 
racket. We give $50 a month to the first de- 
pendent child in a family and $18 to each other 
child. A desertion may be just a case of -col- 
lusion between a couple of bums. Nobody takes 
the trouble to make sure that the desertion 
is real or to bring the husband into court and 
enforce the old sound laws of responsibility. Or 
a woman may bear several illegitimate children 
and use them as a legal claim on the taxes of 
the decent people of the state. She can lie around 
drunk on the money given her for her children. 
t is her money and she can do as she pleases 
with it. 

“Many people are dropping off various rolls 
now because they want to avoid attention. Sons 
and daughters of old parents who have been 
living on the public rolls don’t want their neigh- 
bors to know. 

“The Indianapolis Chamber of Commerce and 


smaller chambers voted to abandon secrecy and 
pay the whole bill ourselves without federal aid, 
even though it meant more taxes. Like the In- 
dianapolis Star, they viewed this reform as the 
last stand against socialism. If Indiana wins, 
federal control is shaken and this welfare 
philosophy is discredited. The outlay has dropped 
10 percent already under the threat of pub- 
licity. We are tightening up and it will surely 
drop another 25 percent. I think we have saved 
about $5,000,000 in welfare expenditures this 
year. 

“Last year our bill was $43,664,972.76. It had 
risen steadily from $31,770,562.55 in 1947. About 
half of the money normally is received from 
the Federal Government. The state pays 30 per- 
cent and the counties 20. 

“The State Welfare Department expended 
only $928,631 in fiscal 1936, when there was no 
secrecy law, but about 10 times as much in fise- 
cal 1937 when a new secrecy law was effective. 
The cost for 1937 was $9,317,815. The dough was 
just scattered to the winds once the chances of 
getting caught were practically abolished by 
secrecy. Part of fiscal 1936, about six months 
I would estimate, was under secrecy after the 
new law had been passed. The tap for calendar 
1936 was $4,690,054. But calendar 1937, entire- 
ly under secrecy, cost us $12,933,953.”

Resignation Preceded 
Tragic End of Career

On Jan. 8 Symington published 
his annual report as Secretary of 
renewing the demand for 
a full seventy-group Air Force, 
it reopened the controversy of the 
previous year and still further un- 
dermined Forrestal’s position. 

Then the columnists turned 
their attention to him. On Jan. 
9 Walter Winchell broadcast a 
prediction that the President 
would accept Forrestal’s resigna- 
tion within a week, coupling this 
with a bitter attack, charging that 
20 years before Forrestal 
formed a Canadian corporation to 
reduce his income tax, 

Next day the President’s press 
secretary, Charles C. Ross, said 
flatly that the Winchell prediction 
was untrue: and Forrestal, when 
he was asked later by the report- 
ers whether he expected to con- 
‘tinue, said: “Yes, I am a victim 
‘of the Washington scene.” This 
damped the ‘rumors of his re- 
tirement: especially when the 
President gave a lukewarm en- 
dorsement. But on the evening 
of Jan. 16 Drew Pearson renewed 
the radio attack. Recalling Win- 
chell’s assertion, Pearson insisted 
that the President would have ac- 
cepted Forrestal’s resignation if 
the Winchell forecast had not an- 
sered him, Pearson repeated the 
attack on the Canadian corpora- 
tion, and added a_ trumped-up 
version of an old robbery of Mrs. 
Forrestal’s jewels that reflected 
on Forrestal’s personal courage. 

Forrestal had his attorneys draw 
up a libel complaint against Pear- 
son, and received almost unani- 
mous advice from his friends that 
he should sue. Yet he never au- 
thorized the filing of the com- 
plaint, shrinking from the noto- 
riety. When a guest on another 
radio program erroneously ac- 
cused Forrestal of having a ma- 
jor financial interest in a cartel 
controlling the old pro-Nazi firm 
of I. G. Farben, friends secured 
a retraction and an apology. 
FATIGUE EVIDENT 

There is no doubt that Forrestal 
was tired. As his fatigue increased, 
some associates in both the White 
House and the Defense Depart- 
ment felt that he became less and 
less willing to reach decisions. On 
Jan. 21, Gen. Eisenhower came 
back to fulltime duty as Forrestal’s 
principal military adviser. 

“One of the reasons,” Gen, 
Eisenhower recalls, “that For- 
restal felt such an acute need for 
some help was his inborn honesty 
and his very great desire to serve 
the country well. He would listen 
‘earefully to presentations, even 
where he was certain that these 
and even preju- 
his ability to see truth on 
both sides of bitter questions led 
him to a turmoil out of which it 
was difficult to form a clear-cut 
decision in which he could per- 
sonally have real confidence.” 

Very probably, when Forrestal 
wrote to a friend on Jan. 13 that 
he would stay on for “an addi- 
tional period,” he had already dis- 
with the President some 
period. He 
the President on 
28th; there are no diary notes 
the meeting, but apparenfly 
Forrestal was arranging on that 
day for his succession. Louis John- 
son has given a detailed account: 
‘In the latter days of January... 
the President sent for me and told 
me that Mr. Forrestal wanted to 
talk to me.

I crossed through 
the White House, and Mr. For- 
restal, coming down the cerridor 
from the Cabinet room, called to 
me. ...

Yet there is evidence 
that Forrestal may have consid- 
ered the succession less firmly set 
than Johnson evidently did. For- 
restal talked as late as mid-Feb- 
ruary of the possibility that, when 
he did leave office, someone other 
than Johnson would replace hi! 
Forrestal also remarked about this 
time that he felt the President had 
always been very fair with-him. 
It is known that he received the 
offer, or an intimation of the of- 
fer, of one of the more important 
ambassadorships, but declined. 
The climax, when it came, was 
swift. Forrestal had an appoint- 
ment with the President at 12:30 
on March 1; he left no record of 
the interview, but at least one 
friend came to understand later 
that at this meeting the President 
asked Forrestal to send in his let- 
ter of resignation at once, but that 
this had been a “shattering ex- 
perience.” Until this interview he 
had evidently felt that the resig- 
nation not urgent. Now he 
began to work on the letter at 
fever pitch. As it went through 
the vai revisions that evening 
and next day, Forrestal kept ad- 
vancing the effective date. until 
it finally steod at March 31. His 
assistant, Marx Leva, asxed wheth- 
er the President wanted him out 
on that Forrestal repled 
that the President wished him to 
stay unti! June 1, but that he 
wanted to get out earlier. 


RESIGNATION LETTER 


The letter went to the White 
House on the forenoon of March 
2, and was released next day, to- 
gether with the announcement of 
Johnson’s appointment. The let- 
ter of resignation pled “urgent 
personal considerations, ” the 
President's letter of acceptance’ 
declared that at “my saeaaaal 
urging” Forrestal had served far 
lenger than he had intended. “For 
all that you have don ie,” 1t ended, 
“in your country’s beh and for 
the service which you con- 
tinue to give out of your abundant 
experience I tender you heartfelt 
assurance of my gratitude and ap-

Next day Forrestal flew to Hobe 
Sound, Fla., as a guest of Robert 
Lovett, his old friend and cole 
league in so many crises of state. 
The effect, unfortunately, was not 
What had been hoped. With his 
final departure from office For- 
restal was precipitated into a de- 
pression so severe that within a 
day or two psychiatric help 
seemed imperative. On April 2 
he was flown back to Washington 
and was admitted that e\ ening to 
the Naval -Hospital at Bethesda, 
Maryland. 


TRAGIC END 


By the end of April he was re- 
sponding well to treatment. He 
seemed his old self to numbers 
of his friends and associat es, in- 
‘luding the President, who visited 
him. By the middle of May his 
physicians were looking forward 
to his discharge in another month 
or so, and as a necessary part of 
the treatment they risked a relax- 
ation of the restraints that had 
been set arouna him. It was a 
tragic miscalculation. On the night 
Of May 2]-22 he was re ading late 
in his room on the sixteenth floor: 
the book was Mark Van Doren’s 
Anthology of World Poetry. and 
he was copying from Winthrop 
Mack nh Praed’s translation of 
Sophocles’ dark and solemn “Cho- 
rus From Ajax.”

Winter Blooming Plants 


Create Indoor Gardens 


By YOLANDE GWIN 
Winter gardens can be flower gardens, too. 
There are many plants, and easy to find, too, for in- 
door blooming, and plants growing indoors provide living 


ornamentation for the home. 


This does not mean plants 
for cultivation and growing in 
greenhouses, but for those who 
will in such small places 
as window sills. It should be 
remembered that most flower- 
ing plants need from two to 
three hours of sunlight a day in 
order to do well, which means 
that the bocation should be very 
close to a southeast, or west, 
window. Window locations are 
the most desirable, and, accofd- 
ing to flower- experts, it’s best 
to have plants set in boxes 
filled with soil rather than to 
set the plants in individual pots. 
Some of these boxes are 
equipped with self-watering de- 
vices which simplify the job of 
maintaining sufficient moisture. 

For the reasonably sunny win-

Tomatoes Used for

Right? Well, it you are at 
this “wish I were slimmer” 
stage, then perhaps the first 
thing you will do is to look 
hopefully into the _ short-cuts. 
You may reason that surely in 
this age of miracles there must 
be something more up-to-date 
for taking off weight than any- 
thing so old-fashioned as diet. 

The queries about magi 
methods range from. shaking 
machines to spot roller-offers. 
and from reducing soaps and 
bath powders to massage and 
appetite depressers. Are any 
of these methods helpful, are 
they safe, and which ones are 
the most reducing, are frequent 
questions. 


Let’s icok into the various 
methods. Such devices as shak- 
ing machines, electric massagers 
and electric belts are designed 
for one purpose... to stimulate 
circulation, generally or in spots. 
Anything that stirs up the cir- 
culation helps to the extent 
that it makes body fat more 
readily available for fuel. But 
carry on from there un- 
less you cut below your fuel 
requirements, nature can’t pos- 
sibly use stored fat for fuel so 
no weignt is- lost. And that 
brings you right back to a low 
calorie diet. 

This 1s not to discourage you 
from taking a course at a figure 
salon or Swedish massage or 
passive exercise to stimulate 
circulation, for all of these help 
to keep the tissues in firm con- 
dition. But you must at the 
same time cut down on calories 
in order to lose the excess 
pounds. As for the many spot- 
reducing gadgets on the market, 
while they are perfectly harm- 
less, thev are not effective. 

And what about reducing 
soaps and such? Do not be de- 
luded into thinking the fat can 
be soaped off, rubbed off with 
magic creams or pastes or lo- 
tions, or dissolved in bath salts 
or powders. Nothing of this 
sort is a whit of help. Rubber 
garments which induce perspi- 
ration result in a loss of water, 
but not in fat loss. Face it, 
nothing but diet is actually re- 
ducing. 

Since overeating is the cause 
of overweight, and appetite is 
back of overeating, the search 
goes on for means of depressing 
the apovetite through drugs such 
as benzedrine and dexedrine. 
Many overweights ask if such 
things are safe, and if they are 
helpful. The doctor will not 
prescribe an appetite depressant 
for you unless he knows it is 
safe in your particular case.
